FILM CENSORSHIP ACT HELD 
INVALID IN PENNSYLVANIA 


PELTTSBURGH, March 14 ‘AP 
~—Pennsylvania’s motion picture 
censorship act was declared un- 
constitutional yesterday the 
state Supreme Court because its 
language is indefinite and vague. 

The act, passed in 1915, per- 
mitted the Pennsylvania state 
Board of Censors to bar motion 
pictures that are sacrilegious, 
obscene, indecent, immoral or 
tend to debase or corrupt 
morals. 

In an opinion written by 
Chief Justice Horace Stern, the 
court stated that the vague 
wording of the law violated the | 
due process clause of the Four- | 
teenth Amendment to the 
United States Constitution 

The court pointed out that its

decision was based on rulings 
of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which has dis- 
missed other censorship bans on 


grounds they were vaguely 
worded. 

A few hours after the court's 
decision was announced, a state 
Senate committee in Harrisburg | 
approved a new bill on movie 
censorship. The bill passed the 


house last June 14.

JERUSALEM, March 14—A

Ruling by Speaker. 

Mrs. Beba Idelson, as acting 
speaker of the Knesset, ruled 
that she would look at the state- 
ment later at a recess and de- 
cide then if it could be read at 
the evening session. She said 
the Knesset would begin con- 
sidering the first item on the 
agenda, the national education 
budget. 

But the first speaker was Mrs 
Raziel Naor. Instead of talking 
about the education budget, she 
said she first wanted to discuss 
a problem of ‘education tor 
adults’ and prepared to read 
her party's statement replying 

to the censure acticn. 

This caused an immediate up- , 
roar.

Naor to stick to her 
proper subject Several times 
Mrs. Raziel Naor began talking 
again about the house commit- 
tee action, and each time the 
speaker banged her gavel and 
halted here.

Persuading immigrants

Galilee Incident. 

The Galilee incident was a 
special case. The lake is on the 
Syrian border, but the armi- 
stice agreement gave Israel sov- 
ereignty over it, as well as a 10- 
meter (32.8-foot) strip of coast- 
line along the northeast shore 
Syrians hold military control 
over that corner of the lake 
through gun positions in the 
Golan foothills and have been 
insisting that Israeli fishing 
boats keep 250 meters (820 feet 
from the shore.

Austrian Election Results. 
VIENNA, March 14 (AP) 
The Bucharest radio said yes- 
terday 137,505 candidates of the 
(Communist) People’s Demo- 
cratic Front were elected to 
municipal councils throughout 
the country Sunday. This gave 
the Communists 44.45 per cent 
of the council memberships, the 
remainder having no official 
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body of English sergeant who was killed in outburst of violence. 


PREMIER SAYS 
CAMBODIA WILL 
STAY NEUTRAL 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia. 
March 14 (AP)—Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, ex-King and 
now Premier of Cambodia, said 
yesterday his country will main- 
tain neutrality and will strive 
to remain friendly with both 
the United States and Commu- 
nist China. 

The prince visited Peiping 
last month and signed a friend- 
ship agreement with the Com- 
munist Chinese. He plans to go 
to New York in May to organize 
Cambodia's delegation to the 
United Nations. 

It is too early to say how 
Cambodia will vote when the 
admission of Red China arises 
again in the U.N., he said in an 
interview. 

“We hope there will be one 
China soon and we will reco- 
gnize it, but until that time we 
cannot make a decision,” he 
said, 

In the United States, Sihanouk 
continued, he hopes to visit 
Washington and talk with Pres- 
ident Eisenhower “if he allows 
me to see him.” 

The United States has granted 
Cambodia about $50,000,000 in 
economic and military aid for 


the 1956 fiscal year. Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai has of- 
fered technical and economic 


assistance to the country, also.

NICOSIA, Cyprus, March 14 
(UP)—Cypriot extremists shot 
and killed an English police 
sergeant and seriously wounded 
a Turkish constable and a Cy- 
priot civilian today in the first 
fatal violence since the deporta- 
tion of Archbishop Makarios. 

British authorities immedi- 
ately began a massive search 
with dogs for the asassins and 
imposed a strict curfew on the

expected new attacks 

The British victim was the 
first to be killed of a group of 
London bobbies and smail town 
policemen brought to Cyprus 
to help control anti-British out- 
breaks. He was the seven- 
teenth Briton killed since the 
Cypriot underground organiza- 
tion began operating a year 
ago 

Sir John Harding, British 
Governor for Cyprus, imposed 
the curfew as riot squads 
searched houses in the Greek 
quarter of the city where the 
shooting of the two policemen 
and the civilian occurred 

Soldiers said the street was 
crowded at the time of the 
shooting but they could find no 
one who would admit being a 
witness. 

Makarios and three other de- 
ported Greek Orthodox Cypriot 
leaders arrived at Mahe, Sy- 
chelles islands, today aboard a 
British frigate to begin their 
exile, 950 miles off the east 
coast of Africa. 

The archbishop still wore his 
robes of office as he was put 
ashore in a launch and whisked 
off in a police van with the 
bishop of Kyrenia and the two 
other aids. They are accused 
of being implicated in Cypriot 
terrorism 

The pro-Greek Cypriots, who 


already had closed nearly all 
but Turkish shops and busi- 
nesses in Nicosia, warned mo- 


torists they would throw bricks 
through the windows of anv 
automobiles driving through the 
Streets today. 

All taxicabs were out of cir- 
culation in conjunction with a 
general strike, scheduled to 
continue for one week in pro- 
test against Makarios’s deporta- 
tion 

Terrorists set fire to a school 
at the village of Karavas where 
a huge American radio moni- 
toring station listens to broad- 
casts from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, the Associated Press re- 
ported. The school was ruined. 

(The new violence followed 
circulation of a pamphlet call- 
ing on members of the Eoka 
underground guerrilla organiza- 
tion to step up their fight 
against Britain. The pamphlet 
was signed by “Dighennis.” 
Eoka‘'s mysterious leader. In 
deporting Makarios, the British 
had accused him of sharing re- 
sponsibility with Dighennis for 
the terror campaign.) 

The British show of force, 
instituted after peace talks with 
Makarios broke down, appeared 
until today to have stemmed 
bloodshed effectively

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EXCHANGE TO END TRADING 
IN IMPERIAL RUSSIAN BONDS 


NEW YORK, March 14 (UP)— 
The American Stock Exchange 
announced today that on March 
21 it will suspend trading in 
defaulted Russian imperial 
bonds, long the delight of 
speculators. 

The issues affected are the 
Imperial 644s of 1919 and the 
414s of 1921, worth $75,000,000 
when originally issued in 1916 
by the Imperial government of 
the czar. The bonds have been 
repudiated by the Soviets. 

Though in default for many 
years, interest in these issues 
has waxed hot and cold with 
the shifting currents of East- 
West relations. They currently 
are selling for 5%s, or $53.75 
per $1000 bond. 


MISSILE CONTROL 
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Asserts It Must Have 
1500-Mile Redstone 
— Activating Special 
Battalion. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 
(AP)—The Army is forming the 
first battalion to fire the new 
300-mile Redstone missile, and 
today it made a frank bid to 
retain control of this weapon 
when its range is extended to 
1500 miles. 

In announcing activation of 
the 217th Field Artillery Missile 
Battalion, Secretary of the Army 
Wilber Brucker said ground 
commanders ‘‘must have avail- 
able for modern warfare long- 
range, surface-to-surface guided 
missile units from which fire 


can be delivered Over areas of 
great width and depth.” 

The battalion will begin as- 
sembling April 15 at Hunts- 
ville, Ala, where the Redstone 
missile was developed. It wil]

which will be commanded by,

Montevalo, Ala., will be drawn 
from other Army missile units 
which have been handling such

ture in Lahore, Pakistan 

Other members of the panel, 
which spok® in Graham Me- 
morial Chapel on the campus 
of Washington University, were 
the Rev. Dr. Ernest M. Howse, 
pastor of the Bloor Street Unit- 
ed Church of Toronto, Canada, 
and the Rev. William A. Wright 
of New York, executive secre- 
tary of American Friends of 
the Middle East, Inc. 

Both the Moslem and the 
Christian faiths “are threat- 
ened by aé_e great wave of 
atheism and materialism,” 
Sheikh Al-Bitar declared. “It is 
time to stand together before 
it is too late.” 

Sheikh Al-Bitar spoke _ in 
Arabic. His remarks were trans- 
lated for the audience of 100 
persons by interpreter Fawzi 
Qiblawi. The panel of Moslems

SAN FRANCISCO. March 14 
(AP)\—Daniel C. Jackling, world 
lamous mining engineer 
revolutionized the copper 1 
dustry, died last night. He was 
86 vears old 

He had suffered from a ci 
culatory ailment since Christ 


mas. His wife Virginia survives 

An orphan at the age of 2 
he rose from hard-rock miner 
to multi-millionaire. His revo- 


lutionary treatment of copper 


ore, developed in connection 
with the Utah Copper Co 
which he founded, enabled ex- 


ploitation of low-grade ore 
through mass production meth- 
ods on ae scale previously 
thought impossible. The process 
accounis for more than 60 pe 
cent of the world’s copper pro- 
duction 

Utah’s success led to. the 
opening of major production in 
many western copper deposits 
Mr. Jackling also headed Ne- 
vada Consolidated Copper Co., 
Ray Consolidated Copper in 
Arizona, and Chino Copper Co 
in New Mexico. Kennecott Cop- 
per Corp. now controls these 
as subsidiaries. 

Mr. Jackling served as direc- 
tor and general manager on 
these firms and of their corpo- 
rate subsidiaries and a number 


of other mining and metal 
firms He also was a directo 
of Chase National Bank from 


1916 to 1924, and served Kenne- 
cott as director of mining opera- 
lions 

Mr. Jackling retained onl\ 
the presidency and directorship 
of the Mesabi Iron Co. when he 
retired in 1942 


Mr. Jackling, born in Bates 
County, Mo. near the town ol 
Appleton City on Aug. 14, 1869 


spent most of his boyhood mov- 
ing from one relative to an- 
other. He was graduated from 
the Missouri School of mines at 
Rolla in 1889, winning his 
bachelor’s degree in three years 

The college gymnasium and 
athletic tield at Rolla are named 
in his honor. In 1809 he estab- 
lished the Jackling Loan Fund 
now known as the _ Jackling 
Foundation, at the School of 
\Miines. Through its loans it hi 
made possible the completion 
of the undergraduate course oft 
approximately one-third of all 
the graduates of the college 

In 1935 the school conferred 
its honorary Gegree of Doctoi 
of Engineering on Mr. Jackling 
He had been similarly honored 
by the Universities of . Cali- 
fornia, Southern California and 
Utah. He was president of the 
American Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers in 
1938 and had received several 
medals and awards for his min- 
ing accomplishment:

He said the Com- 
munists had been forced to 
abandon tactics of military sub- 
version and try a campaign of 
economic penetration. 

Dulles and Prince Wan 
signed an agreement under 
which the United States will 
co-operate in the construction 
of an experimental atomic re- 
actor in Bangkok. 

Spurns Neutrality. 

Speaking at the signing cere- 
mony, Pibul Songgram spurned 
neutrality, declaring “we be-, 
lieve you must choose a side— 
Thailand chose the free world.” 

The Fremier said, “I believe 
that, as in the United Nations, 
we must cast a vote yes or no. 
Thailand does not abstain.”

LODGE DISCOVERS | 
SOVIET ECONOMIC 
IMPACT ON AFRICA 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.. 
March 14 (UP) — Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. warned 
today that Soviet Russia has 
begun an economic penetration 
of Africa. 

Lodge, chief United States 
delegate to the United Nations, 
returned yesterday from a 
three-week inspection tour of 
United States and U.N. eco- 
nomic air projects in Libya and 
the Sudan. 

“I think the Soviet Union is 
beginning to establish itself in 
Africa in a general way,” he 
said. “There is a competition 
in the world as regards eco- 
nomic development. The free 
world is in that competition. 
How to meet it without making 
the people scrap their freedom 
is a very big question.” 

Lodge refused to identify the 
countries concerned but said he 
had heard of “a number” that 
had received and are consider- 
ing Soviet offers of aid with 
“strings attached” to the Krem- | 
lin. .The “strings,” he said, are 
Russia’s insistence that Soviet 
personnel be assigned to any 
economic project so they can 
“work behind the scenes.” 


MALENKOV FLYING 
TO BRITAIN TO SEE 
POWER STATIONS 


MOSCOW, March 14 (AP)— 
Georgi Malenkov left by plane 
for Britain today to tour Brit- 
ish power stations. It is the 
former Soviet Premier's first 
trip to the Western world. 

Malenkov and his party of 
Soviet electrical engineers were 
to spend the night in East Ber- 
lin, then fly on to London to- 
morrow. Since he resigned the 
premiership in February 1955, 
Malenkov has been a deputy 


premier and minister of Soviet | 


power stations. 

The party will stay in Brif- 
ain for three weeks. A British 
power delegation will pay a 
return visit to Moscow next 
month. Malenkov’s mission of- 
ficially is technical, not polit- 
ical, but he is still a member 
of the Soviet Union's ruling 
“collective leadership.” 

Malenkov’'s trip and the visit 
fo England next month of So- 
viet Premier Bulganin and 
Communist party boss Nikita S. 
Khrushchey appear to be part 


of a concerted Russian effort, 


to win friends in Britain.

He said, however, that the 
committee should develop tor 
the Senate a background of in- 
formation, along with conclu- 
sions and recommendations, that 
will enable Congress to initiate 
and enact needed remedial legis- 
lation that will deal effectively 
with corruption, eliminate or 
prevent most improper and un- 
desirable practices “and be con- 
ducive to a more wholesome 
climate in the body politic.” 
McClellan said the committee 
is confronted with “a _ long 
tedious and unglamorous job,” 
which, if done right, cannot be 
done in haste 
Against Hasty Conclusions. 
“We cannot perform a real 
service by leaping to hasty and 
unsustained conclusions on the 
basis of inaccurate evidence,” 
he said, “and we cannot serve 
the United States Senate and 
the American people by trving 
individuals, groups, or organiza- 
tions through the process of un- 


digested headlines, nor on 
rumors. innuendoes and unsus- 
tained accusations.” 


McClellan said he could nof 
predict how long it would take 


to assemble a stall and start 
preliminary investigations. He 
promised, however, that the 


work of the committee will be 
“expeditiously transacted.” He 
expressed: hope that when the 
committee is finished, it will 
have performed a “constructive 
service that will meet with your 
approval and the approbation of 
the American people.” 

The committee was named 
Feb. 22 under terms of Senate 
resolution, but it was stymied in 
getting organized until last Sat- 
urday by demands of. Senator 
Stvles Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire, a Republican member, for 
a set of rules which would have 
given Republicans veto power 
over the authority of the Demo- 
cratic chairman. 

Senator Albert Gore (Dem.), 
Tennessee, who had been slated 
to head the committe, denounced 
Bridges’s efforts and refused to 
serve as chairman. Bridges re- 
vised his proposed rules some- 
what, McClellan took the place 
intended for Gore and the com- 
mittee organized last Saturday 
after Hennings. backed by Sen- 
ator John F. Kennedy (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, a committee 
member. told the Senate that if 
the group was not functioning 
by tomorrow, he would move to 
have it discharged and the pro- 
posed investigation referred to 
appropriate Senate standing 
committees. 

The fourth Democratic mem- 
ber of the committee is Senator 
Clinton P. Anderson of New 
Republicans, in addi- 
tion to Bridges, 
Edward J. Thye of Minnesota; 
Yilliam Purtell of Connecticut, 
znd Barry Goldwater of Arizona.

Final Decision on Sale of 
Land Has Not Been 
Made. 


St. Louis will seek bids for 
purchase of the _ city-owned 
Tilles Park, the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment de- 
cided yesterday. A final de- 
cision as to whether the park 
will be sold has not been made, 
however. 

The city of Brentwood. which 
adjoins the park at McKnight 
and Litzsinger roads, made an 
inquiry last June as to whether 
the city would be willing to 
sell it. 

The decision to receive bids 
followed the board's receipt of 
a report by an appraisal firm 
on the park’s valuation. More 
than one figure was given, de- 
pending on whether it would 
be continued as a park or de- 
veloped for homes. Estimates 
of the park’s value were not 
made public. 

The area consists of about 76 
acres. It was given to the city 


in 1932 by the late C. A. Tilles, 
race track operator and real 
estate dealer, with a provision 
that if it were ever sold the 
money should be used to estab- 
lish another park with the same 
name, in memory of his mother, 
Rosalie Tilles. 

The Park Department has 
found that the park is used 
more by county residents than 
by persons living in St. Louis. 

Park Commissioner Palmer 
B. Baumes said last November 
that St. Louis county bankers 
had estimated the value of the 
land at $600,000 to $700,000

WASHINGTON, March 14 
(AP) —~ United States District 
Judge Alexander Holtzoff has 
ruled the First Amendment 
docs not confer the right to 
refuse to disclose political or 
religious views to “lawful au- 
thority.” 

He did so late yesterday in 
finding Harry Sacher, New York 
attorney, guilty of contempt of 
Congress. The charges grew 
out of Sacher's appearance be- 
fore a Senate investigating 
group last year. 

Defense Attorney Hubert De- 
laney of New York contended 
three questions Sacher refused 
to answer violated his First 
Amendment rights. 

Judge Holtzoff called this 
contention “fallacious.” He said 
the First Amendment protects 
freedom of speech, freedom of 
the press and freedom of re- 
ligion 

He said freedom to hold anv

political or religious views 
“does not include the right to 
refuse to state what those views 
are when questioned by lawful 
authority.’ 

Sacher, through Delaney, de 
clined a last-minute chance to 
say whether (1) he is a member 
of the Communist party, (2) he 
has even been a member of the 
party and (3) whether he is or 
has ever been a member of the 
“lawyers’ section” of the Com- 
munist party. 


Delaney said Sacher “must be 
under emotional strain.” and 
that he did not feel he should 
permit Sacher to speak out.

Judge Holtzoff said he was 
not pressing Sacher to answer 
the questions, but merely giv- 
ing him an opportunity to do 
SO and that his answers would 
be taken into account in passing 
sentence 
| The judge then sentenced 
eacher to six months in jail 
and fined him $1000. In not im- 
posing the maximum of a year 
in jail, Holtzoff said Sacher did 
not display what he termed the 
“attitude of disrespect” of some 
congressional witnesses.

The elderly person will ask 
what use there is to pay a doctor to tell him what he already 
knows. He is sure if he could only get hold of the old-fash- 
joned remedy it would cure him instantly. However, if they 
are persistent he will go to a doctor to humor them. 

But what in his disgust when some beardless youngster 
only a few years out of medical school, having heard his 
diagnosis of the ailment, looks at him condescendingly and 
tells him there is no such ailment at all.

Notes on Split-Level Homes. 

OR the past few weeks we've 
Fobeen out here and there talk- 

ing to people who have re- 
cently purchased  split-level 
homes in an attempt to find if 
they were having any special 
problems. 

Well, it seems that most fam- 
ilies who have these homes find 
them great but we did get some 
ideas from a few who had 
homes with the garage under 
the bedroom area of the house. 

Many of these families com- 
plained that the floor of the 
bedrooms was cold because of 
the unheated garage under- 
neath. Well, the way to handle 
this little problem, of course, is 
to insulate between the ceiling 
joists of the garage. If the 
ceiling of the garage is finished, 
rigid sheets of insulating board 
can be applied over the ceiling 


material but it’s more effective . 


either to make holes in the ceil- 
ing and blow in insulation or 
to remove the ceiling and apply 
roll or blanket insulation be- 
tween the joists. 

Another headache seems to 
be that often fumes from the 
car exhaust go from the garage 
to the main portion of the house. 
Ventilating the garage when the 
car engine is running, running 
the engine as little as possible 
while the car is in the garage 
and weatherstripping the door 
from the garage to main house 
will help to take care of this 
matter. 

In some areas the houses 
were not properly located and 
there was a tendency for the ga- 
rage to flood during heavy 
rains. Probably the easiest way 
to handle this problem is with 
a sump pump in the garage to 
remove the water but a less ex- 
pensive method would be to in- 
stall drain tile around the ga- 
rage to carry off the heavy ac- 
cumulation of water to a dry 
well. 

Some people with heated ga- 
rages complained of the high 
fuel bills during the heating 
season. A heated garage is a 
real nice thing on a cold morn- 
ing but a properly winter- 
proofed car doesn’t require heat.

A BASIC WARDROBE for any season consists of (1) 
street wear — coats, suits, basic dresses and accessories:
